He reportedly desctribed the North 
Vietnamese as“Rotten . . . cant be 
trusted speak with forked 
tongue. .. . 

Other slurs _ attributed to 也 as- 
brouck were: 

“The Jabanese had smiles on 
their faces because of their fear of 
the Americans.” 

“The same applies to Koreans， 
Chinese and all the rest.” 

Then, the listener assertedly said， 
“those rotten Chinks.”

Starved for a decade of the state 
and federal funds that were liberally 
disbursed to other hospitals for the 
Upgrading ofinpatient care, Chinese 
Hospital remains an antiquated 
facility. 

Paradoxically, it is possible that 
this hospital， a hospital that suffers 
when comparted to other San Fran- 
cisco hospitals with their up-to-date 
facilities，could develop an out- 
patient clinic that， 讶 successful， 
would serve as a model for the mod- 
ern, commlnity-based heajlth clinic. 

The outpatient facility could be- 
come one of San Francisco China- 
towms SUccess _ stories，or 让 could 
generate one of its most entangling 
controversies. 

What has been submitted iD 3 
preliminaty stage is a plan whereby 
a _ group of community doctors will 
band together in a corporation to 
enter into a contract with Cinese 
Hospital to sta 仔 an outpatient 
clinic, 

The corporation would be 3a 
tenant and would provide medical 
services -as vehdors，They would 
bring to the clinic the lion's share of 
their private Practices、 


OFFICE SPACE 


To the advantage of the M.D.s， 
there would be a _ guarantee of o 生 ce 
space in ，the densely occupied 
Chinatown area.Chinese Hospital 
could then spend federal monies 
that have been allocated (and stUbse- 
quently impounded) for the con- 
struction of a modern clinic. 

One tentative plan，according to 
Chief of Staff of Chinese Hospital 
Dr. Rolland Lowe，would have the 
physicians responsible for all of the 
expenses of the outpatient facility， 


projected to be 457 of the total 
全 oss income-. 

Neither the final approval of the 
Board of Directors of Chinese Hos- 
bital nor a firm commitment by the 
doctors is _ certain at this time. IThe 
Board eatlier this year reversed itself 
and unanimously approved 3 
$15,000 allocation for a planning 
grant for the proposal， But final 
approval of an agreement wil have 
to go again before the board. some 
of the Directots have indicated con- 
tinued opposition to the project:

AVERY BAD“”CONNECTION 


Riding on the surging interest of Gung Fu, film distributors 
have dubbed quite a few Chinese movies into English( 五 - 环 
May 16). Not unexpectedly, thes big money-makers of Hong- 
kong and Taiwan draw huge crowds in the United States as 
well. 

了 oOowever, many of these big box-office grossers are probably 
the worst examples of Chinese film-making. Poor direction， 
sophomoric acting, unimaginative camerawork, bad sound . . . 
you name it, they ve got 让 . Then what is the attraction? Vio- 
lence, senseless revenge, all under the disguise of Chinese mar- 
tial arts. 

An example is Bruce Lee's The Chinese Connection which is 
currently playing in several cities. In addition to committing all 
the cardinal sins of film-making，The Chinese Connection has 
distorted history and fanned racial hatred. 

True, there was a Ching-wu School in Shanghai. True,.there 
was a_ garden in that city which sported the infamous sign 
“Chinese and dogsnot allowed.”Butno one has ever heard of a 
character such as the one portrayed by MI. Lee，who came 
thirty some years too late to save the honor of China. 

If we accept Mr. Lee's type of individual heroism，we are 
betraying the memories .of hundreds of thousandqs of brave 
souls who died during the war. These folks died not only to save 
China，they also died so that the Chinese and the Japanese 
could live in peace. 

Just when one generation is trying to forget the pain and 
agony of the Second World War, this film is teaching a whole 
new generation to hate: Just When we are trying so hard to 
bring a spirit of reconciliation to our embattled community, this 
fm is telling us to revenge, to fight it out, to take thelawin our 
hands，to maim and to kill. 

We protest most strongly to the producer and the dis- 
tributors of this type of film. Our community should make a 
concerted effort to stop these films from further distribution; 
and most importantly，f 们 om reaching the television screens. 


WATCH OUT FOR H.R. 982 


五 .及 . 982，amendments to the Immigration and Nationality 
Act proposed by Congressman Peter Rodino (D-N.J.) is now 
pending in the Senate. 

It has serious ramifications on Chinese Americans. For in- 
stance, the employer is given the power to, and is required to， 
determine whether an alien is authorized by the U.S. Attorney 
General to _ accept _ employment. Also，the Department of 
Health, 已 ducation and Welfare will be required to disclose to 
the Immigration and Naturalization Service the name and most 
recent address of any alien who is known to be jllegally in the 
country and is receiving assistance under the Social Security 
Act， 

Such legislations are patently adverse to Chinese American 
interests. They protect and foster discrimination by employers 
and make the Department of HEVW bloodhound for the Immi- 
gration Service， 

All of us are born with certain racial characteristics which re- 
main with us through life regardless of our citizenship or resi- 
dence. Our skin color and bone structure cannot be altered. Be- 
sides, they are not attributes that we should be ashamed of. 
However，legislations like 瑟 .及 . 982 create a_ climate in which 
Skin color may become an excuse for unequal treatment. To 
most employers and government officials，we still look very 
much alikel!

RETRACING 


The construction would be made 
possible through a federal grant. 
Retracing steps a bit，Chinese Hos- 
Bital was advised by the federal 
sgovernment in 1970 that moder- 
nization of the inpatient facilities 
was impossible， but that an outpa- 
tient proposal could be entertained . 

Many factors contributed to the 
low priority'of Chinese Hospital for 
modernized facilities，One of the 
major problems was the overpro- 
jections of hospital bed needs during 
the high immigration years of the 
middle ”00S.， About $30,000 was 
spent in Scaling down projected 
occupancy fgures in the hospital 
master plan. By the time the projec- 
tions went from 130 :to 90 to 60， 
there was an overbedding situation 
in 9an Francisco and modernization 
was .deemed impossible. Dr Lowe 
admits that he and the other sta 任 
members over-pbrojected，based on 
misleading immiigration statistics. 

On October 235，1972，Chinese 
Hospital received an allocation of a 
Hill-Burton Grant of$871,801 and a 
3 interest subsidized Hil-Burton 
guaranteed loan Up to 3$2,411,000 
for the construction of the outpa- 
tient facility. The Hill-Burton Pro- 
gram is a federal grant，but allo- 
cations _ are made by the State 
Health Planning Council. 


BYAWIHISKER 


Acoording to Doctor Louie, there 
Were 224 hospital service areas and 
about 70 applicants for the 15 Hill- 
Burton grants in 1970-71 and 71-72. 
Chinese Hospital got in by a whisker 
into slot 13. This low standing re- 
sulted in the grant being scaled 
down from $871,801 to $686,809. 
Then a project with a higher priority 
fell through and Chinese Hospital 
received its full $871,801 share. 

In 1970 North East Medical Serv- 
ices and the O 伍 ce of Economic 
Opportunity expressed an interest in 
leasing the outpatient facility， but 


when the Nixzon administration 
began the phase-out of OEO this 
year，it became obvious that the 
hospital would need another tenant. 
Enter the doctors. 

Getting the project past the board 
was not as easy as the unanimous 
vote sounds. There was a refusal by 
the Board of the preliminary plan 
the first time it came before it. There 
were new members on the board and 
it was_ Uncertain how they would 
yote. 


VOTE SWING 


Board of Director Chairman Park 
Louie supported the Project，ac- 
cording to one staff member of the 
hospital. He had six other votes on 
the fifteen-member board that he 
felt he could count pn. The conser- 
vative members of the Board had a 
Solid four votes against the project. 
The conservatives were able to swing 
the entire four new board members 
over to their side and defeated the 
Proposal 6-3，with two abstentions， 
one not present. 

Both Dr. Louie and Dr. Lowe feel 
that they came back to the Board 
the second time with a _ much more 
tightly-organlized proposal，Dr. 
Louie Supervised a scaling downm of 
the Droject to $3,000,000.， Extras 
like a kitchen-cafeteria，an audi- 
torium and a lobby were eliminated 
from the Plan The staf worked 
hard to lobby for the project， and 
the ftour consetrvatives on the Board 


realized as Soon as they entered the. 


room that Preliminary funding for 
the project would pass. It did, 15-0. 

Both the new _ administrator for 
Chinese Hospital，C. JJ Yang,， and 
the constulting architects to the hos- 
pital， Enviro-Med， independently 
concluded that the project could be 
feasible. This helped sway the 
Board .
